A  Dental  Program  consisting  of  cleaning  and  flu- 
orine application  was  carried  out  in  the  school  last 
Spring,  sponsored  by  the  P.  T.  A.  It  is  especially  en- 
lightening to  me  to  have  a  milk  program  started  in 
the  new  school  this  year,  as  no  child  attending  the 
Dental  Program,  was  found  free  of  dental  defects. 
The  hot  lunch  program  will  be  most  beneficial,  too,  to 
the  children  in  this  community. 

A  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  in  May,  and  16 
children  attended.  Six  children  were  vaccinated,  and 
all  received  the  Patch  Test. 

Children  have  attended  the  Pediatric  Clinics  in 
Littleton  and  Berlin,  and  also  the  Orthopedic  Clinics 
in  these  towns. 

In  July  and  August,  the  local  Grange  sponsored 
Polio  CUnics,  and  a  total  of  128  immunizations  were 
given:   70  first,  48  second  and  10  third  injections. 

In  December,  the  Grange  sponsored  a  Diabetic  De- 
tection Chnic  to  which  only  12  people  responded.  It 
is  hoped  to  reschedule  this  for  the  Spring  of  1960. 
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Early  in  January  1960,  we  will  hold  a  fourth  injec- 
tion clinic  for  Salk  Vaccine  in  the  school,  and  we  hope 
to  have  a  good  response. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  citizens  of 
Jefferson  and  at  this  time  I  would  like  to  thank  them 
for  their  cooperation.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens    of    the    Jefferson 
School  District: 

Foreword 

Most  of  you  will  have  visited  and  inspected  the  new 
school  by  the  time  this  report  is  published.  However, 
I  would  like  to  take  this  means  to  convey  a  few  ideas 
and  thoughts  about  the  building  program,  from  its 
inception  to  its  completion. 

While  it  took  a  number  of  years  for  the  voters  to 
decide  to  approve  the  new  building,  I  think  for  the 
most  part  it  was  probably  for  the  best.  Construction 
costs  might  have  been  a  httle  lower  when  we  bid 
this  building  than  if  it  had  been  started  a  year  or 
two  sooner.  The  square  foot  cost  for  the  building 
was  approximately  $11.00,  as  compared  to  $9.65  for 
the  Gorham  building  four  years  ago.  However,  the 
interest  rates  on  the  bonds  were  lower  than  had  been 
anticipated.  This  was  due  to  a  shorter  issue  on  the 
advice  of  the  officials  of  the  First  National  Bank  in 
Boston.  Interest  rates  have  increased  considerably 
since  summer,  and  I  am  sure  that  construction  costs 
will  increase  again  after  the  settlement  of  the  steel 
crisis. 

The  type  construction  and  materials  used  have 
been  adequately  described  in  the  news  accounts  or 
have  been  seen  by  most  of  you.  However,  for  the 
record,  the  building  is  of  cinder  block  construction, 
with  a  brick  facing.  We  have  a  forced  hot  water 
heating  system  divided  into  two  zones,  and  the  class- 
room zone  is  further  divided  by  individual  controls 
for  each  room;  ventilation  is  the  forced  type  with 
each  room  having  a  register;  rooms  are  lighted  by 
incandescent  fixtures;  all  rooms  have  acoustical  tile 
ceilings  except  the  activity  room  where  the  joist  and 
roofing  materials  are  exposed;  the  rooms  are  all 
painted  attractive  pastel  shades;  there  is  a  combin- 
ation teachers'-nurse's  room  as  well  as  a  very  well 
arranged  and  equipped  kitchen;  the  roof  is  covered 
with  twenty-year  bonded  gravel  roof  and  the  window

frames  are  aluminum    with   several   vents   in   each 
room. 

Among  the  features  of  the  building  that  should  be 
mentioned  are  the  well-lighted  classrooms,  resulting 
from  the  natural  light  that  enters  the  room  from  the 
large  windows  and  the  number  of  lights  in  each 
room;  a  second  feature  is  the  evenness  of  heat  in 
each  room  because  of  the  individual  classroom  con- 
trols; another  feature  is  the  quietness  of  the  building 
because  of  the  accoustical  effects  of  the  ceilings  and 
walls;  a  fourth  feature  is  the  safety  of  the  building 
regarding  escapes — all  rooms  have  two  means  of 
egress  without  going  into  the  main  corridor;  a  fifth 
feature  is  the  area  set  aside  for  the  activity  room  and 
kitchen;  this  room  can  be  used  for  many  different 
activities  by  merely  folding  the  chairs  and  tables  for 
storage;  a  sixth  feature  is  the  kitchen  layout  and 
equipment.  Once  the  hot  lunch  program  ?ets  estab- 
lished, all  pupils  can  be  served  within  a  short  space 
of  time.  Another  feature  is  the  use  of  space — less 
than  400  square  feet  is  consumed  by  corridor  space, 
a  fact  that  is  quite  unusual  in  most  new  buildings;  an 
eighth  feature  is  the  excellent  water  supply  resulting 
from  the  artesian  well;  and  last,  but  not  least,  is  the 
location  of  the  building  and  playground  area  sur- 
rounding the  building.  No  longer  will  teachers  and 
parents  have  to  worry  about  the  heavv  traffic  outside 
the  building,  and  suitable  land  is  available  to  enable 
each  age  group  to  be  by  itself. 

One  thing  that  should  be  mentioned  is  the  cooper- 
ation and  help  of  the  townspeople  in  getting  the 
building  and  grounds  ready  for  occupancy.  Because 
the  finances  were  a  little  tight,  it  was  decided  to 
paint  the  buildings  with  volunteer  help.  The  results 
from  this  project  are  two-fold;  one,  the  building  is 
probably  as  well  painted,  if  not  better  so,  than  any 
other  school  in  the  state;  second,  and  most  important, 
it  brought  together  townspeople  in  a  common  project 
that  called  for  cooperation,  sacrifice  of  time  for  per- 
sonal pleasure,  and,  above  all,  the  willingness  to  work 
together.  I  feel  that  the  people  who  gave  countless 
hours  should  be  listed  so  that  their  efforts  will  not  go 
unnoticed.  T  sincerely  hope  that  no  one's  name  is 
left  off  the  following  list,  but  if  a  name  is  not  listed, 
please  be  assured  it  is  not  done  intentionally:

The  pupils  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  spent  consid- 
erable time  in  moving  things  from  the  old  building  as 
well  as  cleaning  floors,  arranging  furniture  and  other 
miscellaneous  tasks  in  the  nev/  building. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  means  to  thank  the  above 
people  for  the  time  and  effort  spent  and  to  let  them 
know  publicly  how  much  it  meant  to  me  to  be  asso- 
ciated with  such  a  group  of  citizens. 

Another  example  of  civic  responsibility  is  the 
fund  that  is  being  raised  through  contributions  for 
equipment  for  the  building  that  could  not  be  purchas- 
ed from  the  building  fund.  For  the  most  part,  these 
items  of  equipment  are  ones  that  will  make  the  oc- 
cupancy and  use  of  the  building  even  more  pleasant. 
Some  of  the  things  mentioned  have  been  a  portable 
stage,  new  dishes,  etc.  A  committee  has  been  appoint- 
ed by  the  P.  T.  A.  for  the  correct  expenditure  of  this 
money.  The  Jefferson  Parent-Teachers  Association 
should  be  thanked  for  the  aid  and  help  that  it  gave 
to  the  building  program.  Much  of  the  tedious  work 
involved  in  the  project  was  done  by  this  group,  such 
as  taking  charge  of  refreshments  for  dedication.  I  am 
sure  that  we  would  not  have  had  this  building  if  we 
had  not  had  an  active  and  interested  P.  T.  A. 

Already  more  than  $600  has  been  received  in  dona- 
tions in  addition  to  valuable  items  of  equipment.

Attention  is  called  to  the  detailed  statements  for 
the  building  fund  as  listed  earlier  in  the  school  report 
for  an  account  of  the  money  spent  thus  far  on  the 
project.  The  balance,  as  listed  on  Dec.  31,  1959,  is 
allocated  for  known  expenses.  There  will  be  a  few 
things  that  should  be  done  to  improve  the  outside 
appearance  of  the  building. 

Budget 

The  School  Board  and  I  have  tried  to  keep  the 
budget  as  low  as  possible  without  impairing  the  oper- 
ation of  the  educational  program  or  the  new  building. 
The  propsed  budget  for  1960-61  is  $53,038.21  as  com- 
pared to  $47,995.21  for  this  current  year.  While 
there  appears  to  be  an  increase  of  approximately 
$5,000,  the  actual  tax  assessment  against  the  District 
will  be  less  than  last  year.  The  reason  for  this  is  the 
aid  we  will  get  from  the  state  on  the  construction  of 
the  building,  which  will  amount  to  nearly  $2,100  as 
well  as  additional  foundation  aid  in   the   amount   of 
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another  $2,100.  If  you  will  refer  to  the  budget  page, 
you  will  note  that  the  tax  assessment  for  this  current 
year  is  $47,357.79.  It  is  estimated  that  next  year's 
tax  assessment,  if  our  proposed  budget  is  adopted, 
will  be  $47,210.43. 

To  explain  the  increase  in  this  year's  budget  we 
find  the  interest  on  the  bonds  amounting  to  $2,336.00, 
$6,000  for  payment  on  the  principal,  more  money  has 
been  put  in  for  fuel,  lights,  expenses  that  we  cannot 
accurately  figure  until  we  have  occupied  the  building 
for  a  year.  There  has  been  a  shght  increase  in  the 
cost  of  transportation  and  a  token  raise  is  put  in  for 
teachers'  salaries. 

The  state  cost  per  pupil  in  the  elementary  grades 
for  the  past  year  was  $262.00.  Jefferson's  per  pupil 
cost  in  the  elementary  grades  was  $195.71,  or  more 
than  sixty-five  dollars  below  the  state  average.  This 
indicates  that  your  board  and  superintendent  have 
attempted  to  operate  the  schools  as  economically  as 
possible  . 

Warrant 

There  will  be  three  special  articles  in  the  warrant 
this  year.  One  will  ask  approval  of  the  District  to 
turn  the  two  old  buildings  over  to  the  town  for  dis- 
posal by  the  selectmen.  It  is  felt  that  some  return  to 
the  town  can  be  achieved  by  selling  the  buildings  and 
thus  help  on  reduction  of  the  tax  assessment.  A  sec- 
ond article  will  ask  for  continuation  of  the  tuition 
contract  for  another  three  years  with  Lancaster.  It 
is  felt  that  the  difference  in  rates  between  Lancaster 
and  Berlin  is  so  large  that  the  District  should  not  be 
obligated  beyond  the  amount  asked  for  by  Lancaster. 
The  third  article  will  be  a  request  for  permission  to 
use  any  unexpended  balance  in  this  year's  budget  for 
tarring  of  the  roads  at  the  new  school.  Tarring  or 
paving  the  roadways  at  the  school  is  a  necessity  if 
we  are  to  keep  the  floors  clean,  and  it  is  felt  that  this 
will  be  the  best  way  to  meet  expenses  involved  with- 
out asking  for  an  additional  amount  from  the  Dis- 
trict. We  should  have  a  fairly  accurate  estimate  by 
the  time  of  the  District  meeting  to  know  if  there  will 
be  sufficient  money  to  do  this  work. 

Enrollment  and  Attendance 

The  school  population  has  grown  during  the  past 
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years  in  Jefferson  as  indicated  by  the  number  of  pu- 
pils we  have  had  in  school  during  the  past  year  com- 
pared with  the  year  before.  In  1957-58  only  99  pu- 
pils were  enrolled  in  school,  while  in  1958-59,  121 
pupils  were  enrolled  at  some  time  during  the  year. 
One  or  two  large  families  have  moved  out  of  town 
during  the  past  summer,  but  the  indication  is  that 
our  school  population  will  remain  high  for  several 
years  to  come. 

Tuition 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  high  school  re- 
mains about  the  same  again  this  year;  27  pupils  are 
now  attending  Lancaster  High  School  and  12  attend 
Berlin  High  School.  The  tuition  rate  at  Lancaster  for 
next  year  will  be  the  same  as  it  is  at  present,  $320. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  of  $399  which  will  be  the 
tuition  charge  in  Berhn  for  1960-61. 

Building  and  Equipment 

This  topic  has  been  covered  under  the  foreword  re- 
garding the  new  building. 

It  might  be  well  to  point  out  that  on  the  last  day 
of  occupancy  of  the  Hill  School  a  severe  break  in  the 
return  lines  to  the  boiler  occurred,  which  would  have 
necessitated  considerable  expense  for  its  repair. 

Under  the  section  of  the  warrant  you  will  note  that 
articles  will  be  discussed  and  voted  on  at  the  Dis- 
trict meeting  relative  to  the  disposition  of  the  Hill 
School  and  the  Meadows  School. 

Teachers 

Jefferson  was  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain 
its  entire  teaching  staff  for  this  year,  and  is  likewise 
very  fortunate  in  having  such  a  fine  staff.  It  is  hoped 
that  we  can  continue  to  have  the  same  teachers  in  the 
future. 

You  will  note  under  the  section  on  the  budget  that 
raises  are  again  being  asked  for  the  present  staff.  The 
average  elementary  teacher  in  New  Hampshire  is  re- 
ceiving $4200  for  a  salary  for  this  present  year,  or 
$500  more  than  the  average  salary  in  Jefferson.  This 
point  is  not  being  made  in  criticism  of  Jefferson,  but 
to  point  out  that  other  Districts  are  raising  their 
teachers'  salaries  faster  than  we  have  been  able  to  do 
in  Jefferson.    This  fact  will  continue  to  be  a  serious

problem  for  small  rural  communities  as  long  as  the 
supply  of  teachers  remains  so  scarce. 

Calendar 

By  law,  all  schools  in  New  Hampshire  must  be  in 
session  180  school  days  starting  next  fall.  The  cal- 
endar has  been  made  out  with  this  fact  in  mind, 
which  means  a  shorter  vacation  at  Christmas  time 
next  year.  The  calendar  also  coincides  with  the  one 
followed  at  Lancaster.
